OBJECTIONS TO HIGHLY CALENDERED 
PAPER. 

The baneful effect of highly calendered or 
glazed paper on the eyesight is again occupying 
the attention of oculists. Fifteen or twenty 
years ago, when this class of printing paper 
came into general use, the voice of the medical 
faculty was raised in warning against its evil 
effects—with what result we need hardly point 
out. Recently a German authority examined 
the causes of the changes in the general read¬ 
ing and writing habits of his countrymen. He 
explains that in the earlier part of the century 
the old rag papers then in use, both for writing 
and printing purposes, were mostly of a dull 
gray or blue color, and were coarse grained, so 
that thick letters had to be used by writers 
with quill pens or by printers on their old slow 
presses; with the introduction of more modern 
fibres, however, paper received a smoother sur¬ 
face, steel pens could be employed, and the 
paper could travel over quicker printing presses. 
The fashion for brilliant colors and elaborate 
type-setting has been carried to such a state of 
perfection that a reflection is often created on 
the printed surface that could never arise from 


the former rougher surface. The effect upon 
the reader’s eye may be imagined. 

In the old books, or letters, with a mild and 
soothing light, the surface contrasted easily 
from the thicker and darker type or writing 
characters ; now the highly calendered surface 
offers reflections of the light, which, with the 
more elaborate and thinner type, produce a 
variety of shades and lights most trying to the 
eye. The book or magazine often has to be 
turned in various directions to be seen more 
clearly in order to distinguish the gray or other 
shades of the type from the shining white of 
the paper. The effect is similar to that of try¬ 
ing to decipher writing in the dark. This can 
easily be proven by taking an edition of some 
old book and a new magazine printed on highly 
coated paper, and comparing the sensation in 
the eye after half an hour’s reading. A visit 
to any public school will give the observer ob¬ 
ject-lessons enough of the evil effects of glazed 
paper on the eyesight. This, much more than 
bad light, is held responsible for increasing 
myopia among children under ten years of age. 

It is recommended that for school use all 
papers with glazed or highly polished surface 
should be avoided, and the colors chosen should 
rather be grayish or light blue, but not white, 
nor of any other brilliant color. The type 
should be clear and simple, and not condensed. 
Children whose eyes require protection, and 
through them their parents, should be taught 
to avoid all books and magazines printed on ex¬ 
cessively glazed papers. It is claimed by oc¬ 
ulists and other medical authorities that a few 
years of such policy would much improve and 
correct the average eyesight.

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After the election of the Board of Trustees 
President Henry C. Bainbridge delivered the 
following address : 

“ Gentlemen and Members of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade—We are to-day assembled at 
the twenty-first annual meeting of the Station¬ 
ers’ Board of Trade. The year 1898 , which 
has just closed, will be long remembered as an 
eventful one in the history of our country. 
The importance and vastness of our resources 
have surprised the world. The products of 
our mills are forcing their way into all markets, 
and prosperity is with us. Future prospects 
are bright, and we have much cause to be 
thankful. 

“ This past year, however, has not been all 
sunshine to this board and its officers. Our 
secretary, Mr. Wm. W. Davis, a man whom 
we respected and in whom we placed every 
confidence, proved false to his trust and mis¬ 
used the funds. Your officers acted promptly 
to protect your interests, and were successful 
in effecting a settlement with Mr. Davis, 
such as, we believe, will in time reimburse the 
board. The cashier and bookkeeper, Mr. Dun¬ 
ham, was also involved, but for a smaller 
amount. No way was found to recover the 
amount stolen by him, and your officers did not 
deem it advisable to take any action against 
him. 

“In the information given out on the subject 
we do not seem to have made it plain that by 
the peculations of these clerks members of the 
board have sustained no loss. All claims col¬ 
lected have been paid over to them promptly. 
While at times some of our attorneys have 
been derelict—and this, it seems, cannot be 
avoided, notwithstanding the great care used 
in selecting correspondents—it has never oc¬ 
curred in the history of the board that money 
coming into the office has not been paid over 
promptly to members for whom it was received. 

“All bills against the board have been regu¬ 
larly audited and passed by the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, but have not as regularly been paid. 
However, all bills are paid to date, so that we 
start the next year without any indebtedness. 
To do this we have had to use a portion of our 
reserve fund, but it is my belief that the amount 
so used will be replaced at an early date. 

“ From the treasurer’s report you will see that 
the disbursements for the year are in excess of 
receipts. This is due to the fact, as stated, 
that while the bills were regularly audited and 
passed by the Finance Committee, it has been 
the secretary’scustom to carry them over from 
month to month, and at the end of the year 
1897 bills so audited and passed to the amount 
of about $1000 went over and were paid out 
of the receipts of 1898 . 

“ It will be the duty of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the new board of trustees to see that the 
system of bookkeeping in use at present shall 
be materially changed—in fact, abolished—and 
a more comprehensive system adopted. 

“At the present time our membership num¬ 
bers less than it has for years, but this is due 
to several causes, and not to any dissatisfac¬ 
tion on the part of those who have withdrawn 
-during the past two years. Some have gone 
out of business, others have been consolidated, 
and some, it is true, have failed in business. 
A few years ago we lost at one time, because 
of consolidation, some twenty members, and it 
was not, as you will understand, an easy 


matter to add new members to that number. 
Therefore the present membership is due solely 
to the fact that we have not taken in new mem¬ 
bers as often as one has withdrawn. 

“ Since the organization of the board it has 
been of great benefit to its members, and its 
good work is readily admitted by many ; but 
it is not appreciated by others, who do not use 
the board as they might to their own benefit. 

“ The information department is fully appre¬ 
ciated by those who make use of it. Prompt 
and reliable information, based upon actual 
experience of members dea'ing with parties in 
the trade, upon their own statements, and upon 
information obtained from reliable correspond¬ 
ents, is furnished them. The expense of con¬ 
ducting this department is the only increased 
expense to the office in some years. As has 
been stated before, we have now to pay for 
mercantile information, whereas, in former 
years, it was furnished gratis by correspond¬ 
ents. To this increased expense and the falling 
off in membership is due the advance in quar¬ 
terly dues. Still, I believe the board gives its 
members very satisfactory returns. 

“Another important departmentis the collec¬ 
tion department. If our members would send 
to this office for collection all their past-due 
accounts, it would be to their interest, and the 
office would be benefited by the increased 
amount received from collection fees. Our 
rates of fees are as low as any, and the schedule 
of office fees on collections made through the 
office without the assistance of an attorney is 
the minimum. I cannot too strongly urge upon 
the members that the office is conducted for 
their interest alone, and not for profit to be 
distributed among those conducting its affairs; 
consequently, they receive as good service, and 
at a lower price, than can be had elsewhere. 
But it should not be expected of this board to 
give them for $60 per annum more than they 
receive from other sources for $ 150 , or even 
more. 

“ The passage of the bankruptcy law, which 
the interests of the country for a number of 
years have generally demanded, is a step in 
the right direction. It removes temptation 
from the dishonestdebtor to fail at the expense 
of others. A consolidation of claims such as 
the board can usually obtain—and now more 
effectually since the law has been enacted— 
carries weight, and will facilitate the prompt 
and economical adjustment of such matters. 

“ During the past year* wehave lost by death 
two of our old members, Mr. John George 
Bainbridge and Mr. Byron Weston. 

“On November 18 Mr. Edwin H. Loveless, 
who has been in charge of the collection de¬ 
partment for over seventeen years, was ap¬ 
pointed by me temporary secretary, and he has 
rendered most efficient service at a very trying 
period. 

“ The duty pf electing a permanent secretary 
will devolve upon the new board of trustees. 
Its importance will, I have no doubt, be fully 
appreciated. 

“ I feel deeply grateful to the officers and em¬ 
ployees for their valued assistance to me during 
the year, and particularly during the past two 
months.” 

The treasurer’s report was then ordered 
read. In the absence of A. J. C. Foye, the 
treasurer, his report was read by acting secre¬ 
tary Loveless :

INFORMATION BUREAU. 

In this department we have on our records 
to December 31 , 1898 , the names of 63,176 firms 
and individuals doing business with members. 
We have reports of the standing and credit of 
46,018 dealers. Of these, 2082 were new names, 
added during the year 1898 , and the balance 
revised reports of those already on our books. 
There has been furnished to members during 
the year 17,179 reports.

In this department 320 cases were received 
for adjustment in 1898 .

On January 1 , 1898 , there were 877 cases 
(2375 claims) unsettled, which, with 330 re¬ 
ceived during the year, makes a total of 1207 
cases. 

Of these 28 cases (106 claims) have been 
closed by payment in full, amounting to $ 6 - 
793 . 00 . 

70 cases (355 claims) have been closed by as¬ 
signee. 

1 case (23 claims) has been closed by exten¬ 
sion.

There has been paid to creditors through this 
department$ 45 , 632 . 78 , not includingthe amount 
paid direct to members. 

There have been written during the year

In addition to the work of the several de¬ 
partments, there have been 637 general letters 
received and 662 written. 

We close the year with a balace of $ 418.29 in 
the treasurer’s hands, and with all bills paid 
and interest for the year on redemption fund 
due us from savings banks. 

The committee, through its chairman, earn¬ 
estly requests all members to co-operate with 
it in its effort to make the coming year more 
satisfactory in every respect, which will be a 
benefit to all.

Before the close of the meeting President 
Bainbridge justly censured the action of a 
number of the members of the board, who, after 
putting the board to considerable expense of 
money and time evade paying for such service. 
It appears that many of the claims that are put 
in the hands of the board for collection and that 
through its efforts are brought to the point of col- 
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lection, are then settled direct with the creditors 
By this action the board gets nothing after 
having spent time, money, and energy in bring¬ 
ing the delinquents to time. Last year $ 45 ,- 
776.17 was so settled. The President thinks 
that in the future the board should be credited 
with its commission on such claims. 

At the meeting of the trustees on the 10 th 
inst., the following officers were re-elected : 
President, Henry C. Bainbridge ; First Vice- 
President. James C. Aikin ; and Second Vice- 
President, CharlesMcLoughlin, G. C. Boorum 
was elected Treasurer. Owing to press of 
routine matters that could not belaid over, the 
election of Secretary was postponed, and will 
be taken up at a later meeting. In the mean¬ 
time Mr. Loveless will continue to act as sec¬ 
retary. _ 

AUGUST BRENTANO INSANE. 

A commission to inquire into the mental con¬ 
dition of August Brentano, of the firm of Bren- 
tano’s of Union Square, New York, was issued 
by Justice Truax of the Supreme Court on the 
9 th inst. to J. D. R. Baldwin, Dr. Charles 
Phelps, and David Gilbert. The application 
was made by Mr. Brentano’s sister, Laura 
Brentano. It was stated that Mr. Brentano 
has been for some time in the Stanford Hall 
Sanitarium at Flushing, L. I. Dr. Edwin A. 
Goodridge, of this institution, made affidavit 
that Mr. Brentano is hardly able to articulate, 
and is so deranged that he is unable to care 
for himself or his affairs. 

The petitioner says that she cannot tell the 
amount of the estate of her brother, which 
consists of an interest in the firm of Brentano’s, 
in which proceedings are pending for a volun¬ 
tary dissolution. The assets of the firm are in 
charge of William R. Rose as receiver, and an 
accounting has not been had as yet. The other 
members of the firm are Simon Brentano and 
Arthur Brentano, brothers of the alleged in¬ 
competent, who is the senior partner. Besides 
his wife, Jennie H. Brentano, the alleged in¬ 
competent’s nearest relatives are his mother, 
the two brothers, and two sisters. 

Mr. Brentano was married several years 
ago to Miss Jennie H. Kaufmann, a daughter 
of Alphonse G. Kaufmann, of 49 East Sixty- 
sixth Street, New York. Soon after their mar¬ 
riage Mr. and Mrs. Brentano went to Europe. 
Returning last spring, they took a house in 
Yonkers, N. Y. Mr. Brentano had been in 
ill health for some years, but no marked aberra¬ 
tions were noticed until about two months ago. 
It was then that he was sent to the sanitarium, 
and Mrs. Brentano returned to her father’s 
house. _ 


THE LOUD BILL REPORTED AGAIN. 

Chairman Loud, of the House Post-Office 
Committee, on the 4 th inst. submitted, as di¬ 
rected by the committee, a favorable report on 
his bill to amend the postal laws relating to 
second-class mail matter. A similar bill passed 
the House in 1897 , but failed in the Senate. 
It provides that books or reprints of books in 
serial form shall pay one cent for two ounces 
instead of one cent per pound; publications of 
institutions of learning are placed on the same 
footing as other periodicals, instead of being 
privileged. The report submitted with the 
former bills is made to apply to this one. 


THE SONG BUSINESS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 

According to the New Yoik Sun , at least 
five big houses in this country are interested 
heavily in the popular song business, with 
offices in New York and several other cities, 
and they give employment to hundreds of per¬ 
sons. There are several printers who print 
songs almost exclusively ; more paper is con¬ 
sumed in a year in the business than is used by 
many newspapers, and many thousands of 
dollars are spent yearly for advertising. Few 
good songs come to day from England, which 
once practically supplied the market, but 
American songs are sold there in large num¬ 
bers and thousands of copies go every year to 
Germany. All this is a comparatively recent 
development. Fifteen years ago there was 
little money in the popular song business, but 
to-day there is a fortune in it for a man with 
two or three catchy songs, a little money, and 
brains. 

“ The man who wrote the words and music 
of ‘Break the News to Mother’ is credited 
with having made $ 20,000 out of it. He is his 
own publisher, and has his headquarters in a 
Western city and offices in New York and two 
other cities. He writes three or four songs a 
year, publishes half a dozen or so of the songs 
of other writers, and is in receipt of an income 
that is very close to $ 35 , 000 . Yet hardly six 
years ago, when he wrote ‘ After the Ball,’ he 
was unknown and poor. He is said to have 
offered that song for almost nothing to several 
firms, and at last could only get it published by 
borrowing money and printing it himself. It 
became very popular and its success made its 
author. 

“ The oldest firm in the business started a 
dozen years ago in a little store in which 
there was scarcely standing room for a desk 
and a piano. The father and sons who com¬ 
posed the firm worked hard for success and got 
it, and to-day occupy a three-story building 
and do yearly a business of $ 100 , 000 . A few 
years ago two young men wrote a tearful song 
entitled ‘My Mother Was a Lady,’ and pub¬ 
lished it with success. They have written four 
songs since then, but the publishing of other 
people’s songs keeps them so busy now that 
they have little time to write themselves. 
Lately they have removed into new and larger 
quarters and apparently are making a good 
deal of money. Yet only a few years ago they 
were unknown men with a few hundred dollars 
of capital. 

“About eighteen years ago the man who is 
now perhaps the most popular song writer in 
the country had his first song sung by a min¬ 
strel company. Its success encouraged him to- 
stick to the business, and he has written since- 
that time nearly a hundred songs. After 
having made the fortunes of two publishing 
houses, he became associated about four years 
ago with two young men with enterprise and 
some capital and the success of the three part¬ 
ners is amazing. One of its rivals is a mam 
who writes as well as publishes. He started' 
out for himself about the time his ‘ ’Rastus on' 
Parade ’ was written, and has followed up that 
great hit with ‘ A Georgia Camp Meeting,’ 
which, arranged as an instrumental piece, is a- 
success, and will probably be played for years. 
The man whose name has been mentioned in 
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connection with the management of one of the 
newer boxers is in the popular song business, 
an.t has managed to score a hit with each of 
the six songs he has written. He was not so 
well known three years ago, and he also had 
very little money then to back fighters with. 
To-day it is different, and his income from 
songs is a handsome one. The newest firm of 
publishers has been in business hardly a year, 
but it has issued several hits and will end the 
year with a big profit. 

“ The position to-day of the song writer is 
far better than it used to be. There was a 
time when he sold his songs outright for ten or 
fifteen dollars, and was glad to get so much, 
for if they were published on royalty he seldom 
saw a cent of what was due to him. Now 
there are few irresponsible publishers, and a 
writer receives so many cents a copy on all 
copies sold of his songs. There are, perhaps, 
twenty men who make every year at the pres¬ 
ent time more than $2000 by writing songs, and 
a few of them average $7500.” 


IS ROSTAND A PLAGIARIST? 

S. E. Gross, a real-estate dealer of Chicago, 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit Court 
at Chicago, on the 5th inst., asking for an in¬ 
junction against A. M. Palmer and Richard 
Mansfield, restraining them from producing 
the play “ Cyrano de Bergerac.” Gross claims 
that the play is stolen from a play writtenbyhim 
twenty years ago under the title “ Merchant 
Prince of Cornville.” He declares that some 
years ag 1 he sent a copy of his play to Messrs. 
Mansfield and Palmer, but never heard any¬ 
thing from them. Now Gross asserts they are 
producing a play founded upon his work. 
Mansfield denied all knowledge of Mr. Gross 
and his play. 

In the last act of the play written by Mr. 
Gross there are said to be certain similarities 
to the same act in the play written by Rostand, 
both in language and situations. Mr. Gross’s 
play was filed for copyright in London in 
1896. M. Rostand has declared that he does 
not intend to take notice of the libel. 


A NEW CANADIAN CUSTOMS REGULA¬ 
TION. 

The following copy of Certificate of Value 
Form went into effect on the 1st inst.: 

“J.” 

Form of certificate prescribed for invoices of merchan¬ 
dise sold to importers in Canada aad exported thereto — 
to be signed by a partner, official or emp'oyee of the ex¬ 
porter having a knowledge of the facts certified to and to 
be written, printed, or stamped on the face or back of 
the invoice, viz.: 

This inv )ice i-. true and correct; and where there is a 
difference between any of the prices shown therein aod 
the ordinary credit prices at which the same articles are 
now sold bona fi-.ie by the exporter in like quantity and 
condition at this place for consumption in this country 
the latter prices are shown on the margin or elsewhere 
on such invoice.

The certificate applies to goods sold for 
entry under the General Tariff of Canada, 
and not to goods for Entry under the Prefer¬ 
ential tariff until otherwise ordered. On its 
uselessness it is not necessary to dilate, but its 
publication may save some trouble to both 
exporter and importer. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

William Allen Mayhew, member of the 
firm of William Ware & Co., of Boston, died 
suddenly on the 1st inst., at Dorchester, while 
visiting friends. Mr. Mayhew was sixty-five 
years old, and from his youth was connected 
with the book trade. 

Ezra Otis Kendall, LL.D., former profes¬ 
sor of mathematics and astronomy at the 
University of Pennsylvania, died at Phila¬ 
delphia on the 5th inst. He was born at 
Wilmington, Mass., May 17, 1818. He pub¬ 
lished a work on “ Uranography,” with an 
atlas of the constellation, and from 1855 to 
1882 contributed the results of his computations 
of the Ephemerides of Jupiter and his satel¬ 
lites and Neptune to “ The Nautical Almanac.” 

Mrs. William Fearing Gill, an elder sister 
of Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, died in Paris on 
the 9th inst. Mrs. Gill had lived in the French 
capital for several years. Her death was not 
wholly unexpected, as she had been ailing for 
some time. She was the author of several 
novels. Her best known book is “Sweet 
Scented Grass.” Mr. Gill was formerly con¬ 
nected with the book business, and is also 
known as the author of a “ Life of Edgar Allan 
Poe,” and as compiler of a number of collec¬ 
tions. Mrs. Gill’s maiden name was Edith 
Gwynne. 

Howard E. Plimpton, of the bookbinding 
firm of H. M. Plimpton & Co., and of the 
Holliston Mills Co., and superintendent of the 
bindery of the Athenaeum Press in Cambridge, 
Mass., died at Norwood, Mass., on the 3d 
inst. He was born in 1863. After working in 
a knitting mill for several years, he became a 
bookbinder in his brother’s shop. He mas¬ 
tered every detail of the business and made 
many valuable inventions. The fact that the 
books of to-day can be opened without crack¬ 
ing is due to his invention of glutino, a flexible 
glue. Most of the holiday books and other at¬ 
tractive publications are bound in the Holliston 
cloths, which were his invention, and which 
he manufactured. Had he lived, he would 
have perfected a gathering machine, and vari¬ 
ous other labor-saving devices. He was iden¬ 
tified almost from the very start with the 
manufacture of the books of Ginn & Co. 

Mrs. Clara Jessup M jore, most of whose 
literary work was published under the pseud¬ 
onym of Mrs. Clara Moreton, died in London 
on the 5th inst. She was born in Philadelphia, 
February 16, 1824 Her father, Augustus E. 
Jessup, was the scientist of Major Stephen H. 
Long’s expedition of 1816. In 1842 she married 
Bloomfield H. Moore, who, shortly after his 
marriage, associated himself with his father-in- 
law, an extensive manufacturerof paper, under 
the firm name of Jessup& Moore, still in exist¬ 
ence as The Jessup & Moore Paper Company, 
of which Mrs. Moore’s son, Clarence B. Moore, 
is the President. During the early part of her 
married life Mrs. Moore occupied herself in¬ 
dustriously with literary labors. Her first pub¬ 
lished book was “ Frank and Fanny, a rural 
story.” This was followed by “ The Diamond 
Cross; or, Tight Times,” “Miscellaneous 
Poems,” “ On Dangerous Ground,” “ Sensible 
Etiquette of the Best Society,” “ Gondaline’s 
Lesson,” “ Slander and Gossip,” “The Ward-

en’s Tale,” and other poems, etc. In later 
years her whole life was devoted to endeavor¬ 
ing to interest influential people, especially 
scientists, in the late Mr. Keely and his motor. 
While she made few converts, her faith and 
enthusiasm won many friends. She was con¬ 
sidered to have a remarkable amount of scien¬ 
tific information, fora woman, as evidenced by 
her book on Mr. Keely’s projects, written five 
years ago. For the past ten years, Mrs. Moore 
had been a resident of London, England. 

Alfred W. Smith, the popular superintend¬ 
ent of the New England News Company, died 
on the 3d inst., at Brookline, Mass. The cause 
of his death was syncope, from which he had 
been a sufferer for the last three years. Mr. 
Smith was born in Roxbury, February 21,1852. 
In i860 his father, John Smith, removed to 
Plymouth, where he establ shed himself as a 
newsdealer. There young Smith also learned 
the trade of a cabinetmaker, which he followed 
for three or four years Determining to strike 
out for himself, he went to Boston. In 1870 he 
obtained a position as a clerk in the New Eng¬ 
land News Co. By painstaking attention to 
detail, and perseverance, he rose steadily in 
the estimation of his employers until he reached 
the post of superintendent. Though a terrible 
sufferer from physical pain, Mr. Smith bore up 
with great fortitude, and though he knew that 
death was only a question of a short time, he 
was cheerful up to the day when his sufferings 
came to an end. Mr. Smith’s position in the 
comp my was a peculiar one in relation to the 
hundreds of small dealers, all of whom are 
supplied with periodicals, magazines, and daily 
and Sunday papers by the company. It would 
have been the easiest thing in the world for 
the superintendent to incur the displeasure of 
the small dealer. Yet it is freely admitted by 
all of them that Mr. Smith was the highest 
type of a business man, steadfast, loyal, and 
one with whom it was a pleasure to deal. So 
high was he held in their regard that in Sep¬ 
tember of 1897, while he was already wasting 
away from disease, fifty-two representative 
men of Boston and other cities, many of whom 
were newsdealers, presented him with a gold 
watch and chain, sending along with the gift 
a memorial bearing the names of all of the 
contributors and the following letter : 

“Dear Mr. Smith: Your many friends, whose names 
are here affixed, desiring to give expression in some man¬ 
ner to the high esteem in which you are held by them, 
and their true sympathy for you during the many weeks 
you have been unable to be with them, have selected as 
a testimonial to give expression in part to their feelings, 
a watch and chain, which they trust may always remind 
you that although the ills of this life may separate for a 
time, the strong band of friendship but draws you and 
them closer each hour.

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Charles Dexter Allen has resigned his 
position as literary editor of The Hartford Post 
to devote his entire time to In Lantern Land , 
the literary journal recently referred to in 
these co'umns. 

A “ new series” of Book Reviews is an¬ 
nounced by The Macmillan Company. A large 
number of special articles will form a feature 
of the monthly for the coming year. There 
will also be a number of papers from the 
greater colleges of the country, which will 
show what the seats of learning are doing in 
the literary or the artistic line. 

Paul Leicester Ford’s new novel will first 
be published in Collier's Weekly , beginning Jan¬ 
uary 28. The tale is called “ Janice Meredith, 
a story of the Revolution.” It deals with the 
life and times of Washington, a subject with 
which Mr. Ford is specially familiar. The 
illustrations will be by Howard Pyle. The tale 
deals with the perplexities of a maiden’s heart 
between two lovers, onebeingan aide-de-camp 
of General Washington and the other a Tory in 
the service of the King. 

Beginning with the first January issue, Litera¬ 
ture will appear as an American periodical. 
Hitherto it has been published in this country, 
so far as the reading matter was concerned, 
exactly as it appeared in England—in fact, the 
English sheets were bound up here with 
American advertising matter and in special 
cover. According to the new plan the Ameri¬ 
can edition will be printed in this country by 
Harper & Brothers. Some of the matter in 
the English edition will be used, but reviews 
of American books by American writers, and 
contributions from American writers on sub¬ 
jects of particular interest to readers in this 
country, will form the main feature. A num¬ 
ber of prominent American wiiters have al¬ 
ready been secured as contributors.

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 

Some interesting examples of artistic and 
original binding are shown in the “ Catalogue 
of an Exhibition of Bookbindings by the Guild 
of Women Binders and the Hampstead Bind¬ 
ery,” issued by Karslake & Co., 61 Charing 
Cross Road, London. The guild, which was 
only organized in the summer of 1898, has 
already won a place for itself among the fine 
binderies of the day, and examples of its work 
have been shown in various American exhibi¬ 
tions, notably by Messrs. Putnam, in New 
York. The exhibition described in the cata¬ 
logue was opened Dec. 1, 1898, to extend to 
Jan. 30, 1899. All the examples shown are 
fully described; there are several facsimiles of 
special designs, and an interesting sketch of 
the guild and its aims is also given. The in¬ 
clusion of portraits of various members of the 
guild is perhaps what might have been ex¬ 
pected of a Guild of Women Binders. The 
items described in the catalogue would indicate 
that the work of the guild possessed consider¬ 
able originality, conception, and delicacy of 
sentiment, but also, perhaps, that it lacked 
simplicity and dignity. Many of the books 
listed contain illuminations and illustrations 
colored by hand by Miss Gloria Cardew.

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish shortly 
an elaborately illustrated work on Rome by 
Reinhold Schoener. 

Cassell & Co. will publish shortly Augus¬ 
tine Birrell’s lectures on the law and history 
of copyright in books. 

George Sully, formerly representative of 
De Wolfe, Fiske & Co., has joined the travellers’ 
staff of Little, Brown & Co. 

Henry Altemus will publish shortly “ The 
Cross Triumphant,” by Florence M. Kingsley,, 
of whose first work, “ Titus,” nearly two- 
million copies have been sold. 

Harper & Brothers will publish next month 
“The Open Question,” by C. E. Raimond 
(Elizabeth Robins). The novel is having a 
great run in England and is spoken of by the 
reviewers in the highest terms. It is an Ameri¬ 
can story, and the open question is whether 
the hero and heroine, who are consumptives, 
shall have children. 

The Burrows Brothers Company, Cleve¬ 
land, gave a Christmas Dinner to its employ¬ 
ees on December 28 last, at the Hollenden Inn. 
The attractive menu prepared specially for this 
occasion was in imitation of an old-style docu¬ 
ment. A town crier with bell holds up a poster 
on which the announcement of the dinner is 
made in archaic form. A seal is duly affixed 
according to ancient usage. 

The New Amsterdam Book Co., New York, 
will publish shortly Frederic G. Kitton’s work 
on “ Dickens and His Illustrators.” The special 
features of this work will be the illustrations, 
none of which has been previously submitted 
to the public. A number of unpublished let¬ 
ters relating to the illustrations, by Dickens 
and the various artists engaged upon the 
novels, will be included. Chapters will also 
be devoted to the illustrators of the cheap edi¬ 
tions and to the “extra illustrations” pro¬ 
duced from time to time since the publication 
of “Pickwick.” 

Fleming H. Revell Company will shortly 
publish a work entitled “Great Books as Life 
Teachers,” by Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, 
whose name is now mentioned in connection 
with the pastorate of Plymouth Church, Brook¬ 
lyn, N. Y. The books on which the studies are 
based are Tennyson’s “Idylls of the King,” 
Ruskin’s “Seven Lamps of Architecture,” 
George Eliot’s “ Romola,” Victor Hugo’s “ Les 
Miserables,” Hawthorne’s “Scarlet Letter,” 
Browning’s “Saul,” Emerson’s “Conduct of 
Life,” Thoreau’s “Walden,” Channing’s 
“Symphony of Life,” and the personality of 
James Russell Lowell as the Prophet of the 
New Era of Social Sympathy and Service. 

R. H. RussELLhas just ready a book of verse 
by Ingram Crockett, entitled “Beneath Blue 
Skies and Gray,” which shows excellent imagi¬ 
native work and a strong, true voice. Mr. Rus¬ 
sell has had encouraging success with his 
Color Prints , prepared by Pamela Colman 
Smith, notwithstanding the fact that this charm¬ 
ing art novelty was placed upon the market 
rather late in the season. Five subjects have 
been chosen thus far: “Recess,” a charming 
scene of children at play out-of-doors; “ Mac- 
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beth,” “Twelfth Night,” “Christmas Carol,” 
and “ The Land of Heart’s Desire.” Each is 
distinct in composition and scheme of color 
treatment and rich in tone, recalling the sub¬ 
dued colors of the old masters of painting and 
enamelling, and all happily suggesting life and 
movement. The designs are printed on Japan 
paper, colored by hand in water-color and re¬ 
touched by the artist. The prints are admira¬ 
bly adapted as gifts for the Valentine, Easter, 
and Christmas seasons. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish this month 
Prof. Henry A. Beers’ most important work, 
“ A History of English Romanticism in the 
Eighteenth Century.” While of value to 
scholars, it is said to have the same engaging 
style, with its quiet undercurrent of humor, 
that made the author’s “ Ways of Yale ” and 
other works in higher vein so popular. Its 
main theme is the reaction against eighteenth 
century classicism, and the author is said to 
show much skill in conveying the spirit of 
various books under discussion into a few 
pages in a way that reminds one of Taine. 
The principal writers treated are Thomson, 
Collins, Shenstone, Akenside, Dyer, Gray, 
Mason, Thomas and Joseph Wharton, Hurd, 
Beattie, Percy, Walpole, Clara Reeve, Anna 
Radcliffe, “Monk ” Lewis, MacPherson, Chat- 
terton, and Scott. They expect to issue at 
once the American edition of Eighteenth Cen¬ 
tury Letters , under the general editorship of R. 
Brimley Johnson. Each volume will contain 
Lemercier gravures of the various letter- 
writers, and will be bound in half vellum with 
gilt top. The letters of Swift, Addison, and 
Steele are selected and edited with an intro¬ 
duction by Stanley Lane Poole, in one volume, 
and George Birbeck Hill has performed the 
same offices for those of Johnson and Lord 
Chesterfield, in another volume. “God’s 
Prisoner,” a story by John Oxenham, is an¬ 
nounced for immediate publication. It is said 
to be full of exciting episodes. The title-page 
bears the following lines : 

“ The Lord despiseth not his prisoners ; 

He brought them out of darkness 

And the shadow of death 

And brake their bands in sunder.” 

The Merchants’ Association of New York 
has secured reduced passenger rates covering 
the entire spring buying season.

Blaze de Bury, who treats 
the subject in a partly personal, partly critical 
manner.

Hutchinson & Co., London, have just ready 
a novel by Florence Bright and Robert Machray 
entitled “ The Vision Splendid,” which is said 
to give a faithful picture of the innerlife of the 
English stage. Miss Bright was for a number 
of years an actress. 

Sampson Low, Marston & Co. will publish 
at once a “ Treatise on Photographic Optics,” 
by R. S. Cole. The object of this treatise is to 
provide an account of the principles of optics 
as far as they apply to photography, in a form 
which is of scientific value, while not of too 
abstruse a nature to place it beyond the reach 
of all but the professional mathematician or 
physicist.
